It was a pe- 
riod of violence and angry passion, and 
no one can now look back and justify the 
different homicides and acts of violence 
that were perpetrated. General Meade, 
as military commander, occupying almost 
the position of a dictator, felt that he 
was responsible to a great extent for the 
continuance of these outrages; and he 
determined, in the case of the Columbus 
prisoners, for the sake of the example, 
to put them on trial and havea long in- 
vestigation, terminating cnly with the 
adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ment by the legislature, when civil gov- 
ernment should take the place of the 
military and become responsible for order 
and the protection of society. 

We have felt it an act of justice due to 
the prominent actors in this transaction 
to make the above statement; and before 
concluding we desire to say that the 
facts as now developed show that Mr, 
Stephens acted with great ability, tact 
and shrewdness in his conduct of the 
case as leading counsel for the defense. 
Hie had discovered, after conferring with 
all the prisoners and the witnesses, that 
the alibi of Duke could be successfully 
established; and all remember the skill 
and tact with which he cross-interro- 
gated the witnesses for the prosecution, 
bringing out from each that he was as 
positive that Duke was present as he was 
that any one of the rest was present. 
Under this state of the testimony when 
the alibi of Duke was clearly established 
this of c@urse acquitted the rest. When 
the witnesses swore they were as certain 
that Duke was there as they were that 
anyeof the others was there, and it was 
clearly proven that Duke was not there, 
it was out of the question to convict the 
others. It seems that Mr. Stephens com- 
iunicated his secret to none of his asso-

as well as (r,overnor Brown's, was closed 
atthe time as to his notions and policy 
and mode of conducting the case, so sa- 
credly closed that he would not commu- 
nicate the facts to even those associated 
with him who had the confidence of the 
prisoners, and were of their chosen coun- 
sel. We will recollect that Mr. Stephens 
was severely criticised at the time for 
putting the whole of the prisoners on 
trial together, as it was believed that 
most, and probably nearly all of them, 
would be acquitted on separate trials, 
while it was feared,if two or three should 
be found to be guilty, and all were tried 
together, that the innocent might be con- 
victed with the guilty. Andit seems 
that Governor Brown had apprehensions 
of this kind, when he desired Mr. Ste- 
phens to sever. Indeed his policy seems 
to have been, first to be able to discharge 
the innocent as it was found 
that the evidence did not convict them; 
and secondly to protract the. investiga- 
tion by a multiplicity of trials, so as to 
be sure to have time for the legislature
